_ Army, I] Army Group, 3 Field Army. This army's defense area was centered 
at Tsinan (117-00, 36-41) and extended along the Tsinan-Tsingtao and 
“‘fientsin-Pukou railway Wines. Divisional units were stationed as follows:

ECMA Armored Force Command had stationed one regiment at Hsuchou and one 
of its battalions at Tsinan. 


The East China Navy had stationed two marine regiments along the Shantung 
coast, one regiment being centered at Weihaiwei. and the other at Tsingtao. 


From August to November the Chinese Communist Navy did not station any 


naval vessels permanently at Tsingtao, Weihaiwei, Chefoo, or Plenglai 
(120-45, 37-9). Although two or three small gunboa%is appeared occasionally 


at 


these ports for supplies and fuel, they did not remain for more than a 


few days at a time.
